Earlier in the day, in marked con- 
trast, he and Kohl are likely to spend 
close to one hour at the Bergen- 
Belsen concentration camp, where 
Reagan will speak on the horrors of 
the Holocaust. 

Hundreds of Jewish and non- 
Jewish survivors of the Nazi death 
camps plan to protest outside 
Bergen-Belsen on Sunday during 
Reagan's visit there, a World Jewish 
Congress official told the Associated 
Press in Tel Aviv yesterday. 

Reagan made no statement on his 
arrival, pausing with his wife Nancy 
only to greet Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscber and waiting offi- 
cials before being whisked off by 
helicopter to Castle Gymnich guest 
house fora day of rest. 

There were signs, meanwhile , that : 
the president could face a difficult 
time at the seven-nation economic 
summit starting in Bonn today over 
his demands for a commitment to 
launch new world trade talks. 

France has indicated it will block 
such an accord at the summit unless 
it is linked to an agreement to hold 
talks on monetary reform.

Fighting continues in south and Beirut 

Christians holding out; 
Moslems make an offer 


BEIRUT (AP). - Christian 
fighters held out against Moslem 
forces in a key redoubt in South 
Lebanon's mountains yesterday 
as sporadic tank and artillery 
battles went on in Beirut. 

The sectarian fighting dragged on 
for the seventh day despite an offer 
by Moslems, who have driven the 
Christians back in the south, to halt 
i the violence. 

While heavy fighting was reported 
around Che Christian strongpoint of 
FaJous in the southern Shouf Moun- 
tains. clashes hotted up along 
Beirut's 5-kilometre “Green Line" 
after 15 ceasefires were shattered 
following night-long exchanges. 

There was no immediate word on 
casualties in afternoon exchanges in 
the capital. But police said five peo- 
ple were killed and 18 wounded in 
the night-time tank, rocket and mor- 
tar clashes that again sent civilians 
into basement bunkers and bomb 
shelters. 

Lebanese Army troops closed all 
but one of the six major crossings 
between Christian east Beirut and 
the Moslem west side as rockets and 
60mm mortar shells exploded 


around the divided city. 

In the south, Christian militias 
entrenched in Falous opened up with 
Sherman tanks on Moslem-held vil- 
lages east of Sidon to block any new 
attempt to advance on the strategic 
hilltop outpost. 

Moslem militiamen in Em el-Mir, 
west of Falous, replied with salvoes 
of Soviet-made Grad rockets from 
multi- barrelled launchers and T-54 
tank fire. 

The defenders have blunted a 
week-old Moslem push that has 
driven an estimated 50,000 Christ- 
ians from South Lebanon's coastal 
areas into their mountain stronghold 
around Jezzine. 

Reporters in Sidon, said in tele- 
phone dispatches that columns of 
black smoke billowed above Falous 
10 kilometres west of Jezzine. 

No advances were reported by 
either side as the Moslem thrust 
turned into a slugging match around 
Falous. 

Moslem fighters who reached the 
town's outskirts on Tuesday were 
halted when Christian militias of the 
Lebanese Forces and the Israeli- 
backed South Lebanon Army 
counter-attacked. 


Some 100,000-120,000 Christians, 
including up to 50,000 refugees, are 
now boxed in and around Jezzine. 
Some 4,000 other Christians have 
sought safety in Israeli-held territory 
further south. 

The Moslem leaders have also 
suggested a four-point plan to end 
Lebanon's renewed civil war. They 
advocate: 


• An SLA withdrawal from 
the Jezzine region and the 
deployment of the Lebanese Army's 
Syrian-trained 1st brigade in and 
around the town. 


■ Redeployment of the army’s pre- 
dominantly Moslem 12th brigade on 
key junctions along the Beirut- Sidon 
coastal highway. 

• Return of ah Christians and Mos- 
lems to the homes they fled east of 
Sidon and in the Khairoub region 
“with solid guarantees that their 
safety is not threatened.” 

• A comprehensive ceasefire in 
Beirut with a four-party security 
committee representing the army 
and the major warring factions to 
oversee the dismantling of militia 
fortifications and the aboliton of the 
“Green Line.*'

MARJAYOUN. - "The people in 
Jezzine are afraid of the Shi’ites and 
the Palestinians, but they are not 
afraid of the Druse forces, because 
Druse leaders recently visited the 
region and held talks with Christian 
leaders there.” a refugee who left 
Jezzine yesterday afternoon told The 
Jerusalem Post. 

He said that while the road from 
Jezzine to Marjayoun was open, 
most of the refugees were trapped in 
the northern town as they had no 


petrol left. 

“The South Lebanon Army is pro- 
tecting the villagers and refugees in 
the Jezzine region," he said, estimat- 
ing the number of refugees at over 
25.000. He said the SLA had fought 
the Amal Shi’ite militia, the Palesti- 
nians, Sunni Moslems and Moslem 
units of the Lebanese Army. 

The SLA killed more than 13 of 
them, captured one jeep, guns, mor- 
tars and ammunition," he said, re- 
ferring apparently to a battle with 


Moslem soldiers in the Lebanese 
Army. 

Some 18,000 Christian refugees 
from Jezzine, Sidon, the Khairoub 
region and the Shouf Mountains 
have swarmed into the security belt 
in South Lebanon - the only 
Lebanese territory that die Israel 
Defence Forces still occupies. 

Three South Lebanese civilian 
committees in Em Ibel, Aishiya and 
Klea are also working to aid the 
refugees. 


IDF bits Arnal militia bomb squad, kills 4

The gunmen were killed when an 
IDF patrol opened fire at moving 
figures spotted near Reichan.

Beit Hanassi defends presidential pardons

The Beit Hanassi spokesman on 
Tuesday rejected attacks on the 
president’s powers of pardon, saying 
that pardons and reductions of sent- 
ence are granted in less than one- 
quarter of one per cent of cases and 
then only in extreme circumstances. 

The controversy arose out of the 
reduction in the sentence of butcher 
Daoud Seniora of Bast Jerusalem, 
who was convicted of tax evasion 
and whose three month-prison sent- 
ence was increased by the Supreme 


Court last November to six months. 

Many prominent persons, includ- 
ing Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
and beads of the Christian communi- 
ties, asked for a pardon or reduction 
in sentence. 

Justice Minister Mosbe Nissim de- 
cided to recommend to President 
Chaim Herzog that he reduce the 
sentence after he received a report 
6n Seniora’s health from a senior 
cardiologist at Bikur Holim Hospit- 
al. 

The president's power to pardon is 


not an interference with the courts, 
said the Beit Hanassi spokesman, 
and is often used after the courts 
suggest a reduction in a sentence 
originally required by the law. 

Supreme Court registrar Judge 
David Bartov said last night that any 
statement or information on the cur- 
rent dispute would have to come 
from the Justice Ministry which 
issued the first formal statement on 
the affair. 

Supreme Court President Justice 
Meir Shamgar decided late last week 


not to accept any appeals from the 
state on criminal cases after Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim recom- 
mended that the president reduce 
Seniora's sentence, less than a 
month after the Supreme Court had 
accepted the prosecution's argument 
that the sentence be increased. 

Nissim and Sham agar met yester- 
day “for a previously scheduled 
meeting" details of which were not 
released. Shamgar has also re- 
portedly asked for a meeting with 
the President.

The organization bas volunteers 
on six kibbutzim, mostly in Upper 
Galilee, 

The Interior Ministry issued ex- 
pulsion orders against about a dozen 
people, virtually the entire adznin- 
strative staff of the project who, the 
ministry says, overstayed their visas. 

Some kibbutz members claim the 
group has missionary overtones and 


practises mind control on its volun- 
teers. Others view Project Kibbutz 
as a positive group, whose highly 
motivated volunteers work hard and 
do not drink, smoke, take drugs or 
become romantically entangled with 
kibbutz youngsters. 

One official, Davie Hinders, left 
the country but returned over a 
month ago with his wife, who was in 
the final stages of pregnancy. When 
officials at Ben-Gurion Airport re- 
fused to admit him to the country, 
his lawyer obtained permission for 
him to remain pending an applica- 
tion to the High Court. Athougb 
Hinders lost bis case, the expulsion 
has been postponed for a month on 
humanitarian grounds. His wife re- 
cently gave birth to a girl. 


Gur ‘not seriously thinkin g of quitting 5

TEL AVIV. - Sources close to 
Health Minister Mordechai Gur last 
night denied that he is seriously 
considering quitting politics for a top 
industrial post. 

Headlines to this effect appeared 
yesterday in the Koteret Rashit, but 
the sources noted that the quotes in 
the weekly’s interview with Gur do 
not indicate that he has made any 
firm decision. 

Gur was quoted as saying that he 
sometimes feels “just fed up. Some- 
times I ask myself: ‘what do I need 
politics for?’ All my life I wanted 


accomplishment and in this govern- 
ment I have the feeling that nothing 
can be moved. Maybe I can achieve 
more in industry. But this govern- 
ment is the government and this is no 
matter for emotions.” 

Gur criticized the government, 
adding that the blame lies both with 
the prime minis ter and the govern- 
ment as a whole. When negotiations 
to set up the national unity govern- 
ment were underway, Gur said in the 
interview, he had told Peres that 
“your way is not mine... Now the 
deterioration in the way thing s are 
handled is continuing,” Gur re- 
portedly said. 


Pharmacists give Health Min. extension

, The pharmaceutical branch of the 
Industrialists' Association yesterday 
decided to give the Health Ministry 
until Sunday to pay its IS1 billion debt 
for drugs to the various phar- 
maceutical firms. 

Meeting with Health Minister 
Mordechai Gur, the industrialists 
said that they cannot .fund theHeaJth 
Ministry any longer. The drugs, used 
by government hospitals, have not 
been paid for on a regular basis for 
some months. The industrialists had 
previously threatened to cat off all 
drug supplies on May 1 .

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Egyptian and Israeli medical experts swap ideas

Scientists from Egypt and Israel 
met near Jerusalem this week for 
three days of talks on the problems 
of insect-borne infections. 

Meeting at the Shorcsh guest 
house, the scientists, who are the 
permanent members of the Joint 
Regional Project sponsored by the 
Hebrew University-Hadassah 
medical school, devoted their atten- 
tion to several common insect-borne 
health threats of the Middle East. 

In the past six years , project mem- 
bers - the only joint Egyptian-Tsmeli 
health endeavour - have published 
nearly a dozen joint scientific papers 
in international medical jounals. 
After two days of discussions in 


Shuresh, the group left yesterday for 
a final session in Beersheba where a 
good pan of the joint research is 
being carried out. 

Of special interest to the Israeli 
pari sitologi sts is the mosquito- 
carried Rift Valley Fever which, in 
one of its classical and sporadic out- 
bursts, struck in Egypt a few years 
ago causing the deaths of large num- 
bers of people and animals. " 

Because the disease is carried by 
the ordinary Cities mosquito, the 
commonest in Israel, Israeli scien- 
tists are well aware of the seriousness 
of any threat of an outbreak here and 
large scale vaccination programmes 
for livestock were started at the time 
of the Egyptian epidemic. 

The Egyptian scientists, on the 


other hand, learned about Israeli 
experience and research in the de- 
tection of malaria by a new test 
perfected at the Hebrew University. 

Pof. Sharif as-Sayid of the Ain 
Shams University in Cairo told The 
Jerusalem Post on Tuesday that the 
talks have been fruitful. 

He said there was a healthy ex- 
change of scientific understanding 
with the Israeli team headed by Prof. 
Dan Spira and Dr. Rachel GaJun of 
the Hebrew University-Hadassah 
medical school and his own col- 
leagues, as well as with scientists 
from the U.S. representing the 
National Institutes of Health and the 
USAID programme for the control 
of infectious diseases which fund the 
joint regional project.

The crowd poured into the arena 
tiia the official gates, as well as over 
and through the inadequate security 
fencing surrounding the natural 
amphitheatre. 

-Thus, although only 8,000 tickets 
were sold for this first' of the British 
group's three concerts in Israel, 
there were between Iff, 000 and 
15,000 present by the time the band, 
case of the most popular in the world, 
cane onstage shortly after 8.30. 


Those who were looking at the 
stage saw Knopfier, clad in cowboy 
shirt and red headband, lead his 
newly-enlarged group into its open- 
ing number, “Ride Across the Riv- 
er, ’* a political calypso from the 
forthcoming album. Brothers In 
Arms. 

Most of the audience, however, 
were either watching vandals tearing 
down sections of the perimeter fenc- 
ing or simply struggling to stay pur 
amid the' seething mass of bodies in 
the jam-packed arena. 

Knopfier urged the crowd to cool 
it, but then launched into an explo- 
sive “Expresso Love” designed to do 
anything but calm things down. The 
new single, “So Far Away," fol- 
lowed, and by the time Knopfier had 
strapped on' his stiver guitar for 
“Romeo and Juliet,” the pushing at 


the front was becoming positively 
dangerous. 

A brooding, spellbinding rendi- 
tion of “Private Investigations" 
slowed matters down a little, but 
then the band launched into its 
anthem, “Sultans of Swing," and 
everybody was up and dancing. 
Even the kids perched precariously 
atop the telegraph poles indulged in 
some tentative toe-tapping. 

After “Sultans," the group de- 
liberately moved down a gear, the 
police plugged the gaps in the fenc- 
ing. and the danger of serious trou- 
ble receded. 

The crowd sat back and enjoyed 
the lovely “Why Wony.” the spitred 
up “Six Blade Knife.” and the roll- 
ing “Walk of Life.” 

By “Tunnel of Love.” the band 
was really swinging and the audience 


was singing along. The lighting was 
particularly effective, swirling fair- 
ground lights emphasizing the drama 
of the lyrics. 

Straits encored with the apt 
“Brothers In Arms," “Solid Rock," 
and some guitar duelling from the 
soundtrack to the film Local Hero . 

Knopfier and his henchmen had 
shown themselves to be mature, 
talented musicians, avoiding the 
monotony of playing familiar mate- 
rial by constantly reworking their 
songs, adding new layers to their 
already lavish sound. But the orga- 
nizers have lessons to learn: sell 
fewer tickets and strengthen the 
perimeter fencing.

Rubinstein to file war-probe request

HAIFA. - Communications Minis- 
ter Amnon Rubinstein is to file a 
formal request for the government 
to discuss th£ establishment of an 
inquiry commission into the Leba- 
non war. before the end of the week, 
he said during a visit here on Tues- 
day. 

Rubinstein said that a number of 
Alignment Ministers backed the re- 
quest, while “not all” Likud minis- 
ters opposed it. 

He considered an inquiry not a 
wallowing in the past, but rather a 
means of preventing a recurrence of 
such events. 


Health Minister Mordechai Gur, 
meanwhile, who previously sup- 
ported the establishment of an in- 
quiry commission, appears to be 
backtracking. 

Questioned by reporters during a 
visit to the Rothschild hospital here 
on Tuesday, Gur was not prepared 
to say whether he was for or against 
the idea, because the issue had not 
yet been discussed by the cabinet. 

He stressed there was no need for 
haste, and said that all the factors 
relevant would have to be carefully 
considered to avoid shaking the 
national unity government. 

President Chaim Herzog would 


not state his position on the issue 
when he received a group of be- 
reaved parents at Beit Hanassi on 
Tuesday. Herzog said that due to the 
controversial and political nature of 
the issue, be could not take sides, but 
that he would transmit the group's 
message to others. 

Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir 
yesterday repeated his strong 
opposition to a probe. “The Nation- 
al Unity Government will not be 
able to survive when there are fierce 
daily attacks by one side or the 
other, when the air of Eretz Israel is 
rife with libels.” Shamir told the 
Mat 2 ad movement executive. 


Samaritan Pessah rites tomorrow

The members of the Samaritan 
community will offer their tradition- 
al Pessah sacrifice tomorrow on 
Mount Gerizim, in a ritual 
thousands of years old. 

Because the holiday falls on Fri- 
day. the celebrants are to slaughter 
some 28 sheep at noon, rather than 
nightfall, and distribute the sacrifice 
at dusk, rather than at midnight. 
This year the Samaritan Pessah com- 


es a month after the Jewish festival 
because this is a leap year according 
to the Samaritan calendar. 

There are presently some 550 
Samaritans, of whom about half live 
in Holon and the rest in Nablus. 
Holon Samaritans are Israeli citizens 
and serve in the Israel Defence 
Forces, while the Nablus residents 
hold Jordanian citizenship. 

At least some of the Nablus 
Samaritans say that after Pessah they 
will continue to occupy the homes 


which the civil administration has 
prepared for them on Mt. Gerizim. 
These homes have so for only been 
used for holidays, but. now that they 
have been connected to a water line, 
some members of the community see 
the buildings as a solution to the 
serious housing problem they face . 

The sacrifice will be led this year 
by the new high priest. Ya'acov ben 
Uzi Halevi who, in keeping with 
their tradition, is the oldest living 
Levite in the community.

WE’RE AIMING EVEN HIGHER 
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Workers out in force for May Day I Blacks killed by blacks in S. Africa 


.Minions of workers marched in 
officially sanctioned and anti- 
govennncnt demonstrations world- 
wide to mark the May Day labour 
holiday. Two people were killed in a 
bombing in Belgram linked to the 
observance. 

Polish Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa was. tamed back by riot 
poBce as he attempted to .join an 
official parade in his home town of 
Gdansk. Bat several hundred other 
Solidarity activists stormed the pro- 
cession and were scattered by police. 

In Moscow, Soviet Communist 
Parly leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
presided over a carefully controlled 
parade of workers carrying paper 
flowers, balloons and placards. 

■ Brussels bombing 

Two firemen were killed and 13 
people injured early yesterday in a 
car-bomb attack on the headquar- 
ters of the Belgian Employers Fed- 
eration. 

The clandestine Fighting Com- 
munist Cells (CCQ said it had car- 
ried out the attack. The Marxist 
group, believed to be linked to West 
Gehnan and French urban guerril- 
las, has been responsible for a series 
of 14 bombings since last October. 
This is the first fatal incident. 

The bomb exploded in central 
Brussels soon after midnight as fire- 
men and police arrived to inspect a 
burning van. 


The leaflets scattered in the vicin- 
ity. bearing the CCCs usual red 
five-pointed star and a picture of the 
target, said the attack was to salute 
“international workers solidarity 
against the exploiters on Labour 
Day.” 

Walesa thwarted 

In Poland Walesa, attempting to 
walk with supporters from his apart- 
ment to the May Day parade in 
Gdansk, was turned back by hun- 
dreds of.riot police as he approached 
the parade route. 

Other Solidarity supporters 
forced their way into the parade 
twice, the second time bringing it to 
a halt. Both times they were scat- 
tered by helmeted riot police wield- 
ing truncheons. 

In Warsaw, an estimated 15,000 
worshippers attended mass at the 
church of a slain pro-Solidarity 
priest, the Rev. Jerzy Popielusko. 
An estimated 7,000 to 10,000 then 
marched toward a steel mill north of 
the church and away from the official 
parade. 

In Moscow, Gorbarcbev led other 
Politburo members to viewing places 
atop the late Soviet leader Vladimir 
Lenin's mausoleum in Red Square. 
Soviet children presented the lead- 
ers with red bows and flowers. There 
were no speeches. 

Marchers carried portraits of all 13 
Politburo members. But individual 


Sudan leader seeking good ties with all 


CAIRO (Reuter). - Sudan's new 
military rulers want good relations 
with Libya and Ethiopia, but also 
seem keen to preserve links with 
such allies of the U.S. as Egypt, a 
senior British Foreign Office official 
said yesterday after visiting Khar- 
toum. 

New ruler General Abdul- 
Rahman Swaxeddahab, who ousted 
Ja’afar Numeiri in a bloodless coup 
last month, has sent envoys to Libya 
antjl Ethiopia, which are said by 
Numeiri to have aided the rebel 
Sudanese People's Liberation Army 
in southern Sudan. 

Richard Luce, minister of state at 
the Foreign Office, said here after 
meetings in Khartoum with 
Swareddahab and other officials that 
the new leadership “explained its 
desire to have die most normal possi- 
ble relations with neighbouring 
states." 

Asked if he had detected signs in 
Khartoum of “irritation " with 


Egypt, where Numeiri is exiled. 
Luce said his impression was: “They 
want good relations... They are 
acutely conscious of interdepend- 
ence. of the importance of the Nile 
waters.” 

Luce, a Middle East specialist, 
was in Sudan to look into the urgent 
food and medical needs of the 
famine-scourged nation of 22 million 
people. He said he was the first 
western minister to' visit Sudan since 
the April 6 coup. 

In Mogadishu, meanwhile, Somali 
Information Minister Colonel 
Mohamed Omar Jess said Sudan’s 
new government had pledged con- 
tinued backing for secessionist 
movements in the Horn of Africa. 

Jesse did not elaborate but he 
appeared to be referring to the Erit- 
rean People’s Liberation Front and 
the Tigray People’s Liberation 
Front, both Ethiopian guerrilla 
groups backed by Somalia and 
Sudan under Numeiri. 


portraits of Gorbachev were rare, 
unlike previous holiday parades 
which included hundreds of pictures 
of the current Communist Party 
leader. 

March against Marcos 

In the Philippines, about 20.000 
workers calling for tbe ouster of 
President Ferdinand Marcos mar- 
ched from the suburbs into Manila. 
The demonstration was led by the 
nationalist labour group May 1 
movement which the military has 
branded as subversive. 

Some 4.2 milli on people marched 
at trade union rallies at 1,173 sites 
across Japan, organizers said. 

Labour organizers called for shor- 
ter working hours and criticized 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Naka- 
sone’s appeal for Japanese citizens 
to buy imported goods to alleviate 
trade friction. 

More than 100.000 Greeks held 
marches and demonstrations calling 
for more money for education and 
for a freeze on contributions to 
Nato. 

In Seoul, more than 2,000 South 
Korean students demanding free 
labour unions clashed with riot 
police on the streets and campuses, 
witnesses said. 

They said riot police fired tear gas 
at students shouting “down with 
military dictator President Chun 
Doo Hwan.” (AP, Reuter) 


23 killed in Sri 
Lanka clashes 

NEW DELHI (AP). - At least 23 
people were killed in Sri Lanka's 
northern province in attacks by 
Tamil militants and security forces, 
the United News of India ere ported 
yesterday. 

Troops killed six Tamils at 
Ariyalai near the town of Jaffna on 
Monday after guerrillas had 
ambushed an army convoy and 
blasted. a security post, the news 
agency said in a dispatch from the Sri 
Lankan capital, Colombo. 

UNI reported that in another en- 
counter, security forces killed 15 
Tamil militants after the militants 
had ambushed an army patrol. Two 
soldiers were slain and four others 
injured in the two-hour gun battle at 
Nawatkulj near Jaffna, the agency 
said. 

Tamils comprise about 18 per cent 
of Sri Lanka's 16 million people. 


JOHANNESBURG. - Two more 
South African blacks died in rioting 
and the homes of three senior offi- 
cials of a black consciousness group 
were attacked early yesterday on the 
eve of peace talks among rival black 
organizations. 

Police headquarters reported riots 
overnight in 11 black townships, 
although they said the trouble was 
“on a smaller scale than usual. ” 

The body of one of those men 
killed, a young teacher, was set on 
fire on Tuesday by a mob at Bong- 
weni township in Eastern Cape Pro- 
vince. 

Another died in Sebokeng, near 
Johannesburg, when black “intimi- 
dators” boarded a bus and ordered 
passengers to the back of the vehicle, 
the spokesman said. 

The victim was crushed when 
forced through an emergency win- 
dow. 

In Lusaka, the anti-apartheid 
African National Congress ("ANC) 
said yesterday its guerrillas were 
probably responsible for bomb 
attacks on Tuesday on the headquar- 
ters of two of South Africa's leading 
gold mine companies. 

An ANC spokesman told Reuter 
that members of the ANC’s military 
wing "act from wi thin with very 
great discretion.” and therefore be 
could not categorically say whether 
ANC guerrillas had been responsi- 
ble for the blasts. 


The blasts hit the Johannesburg 
headquarters of the Anglo- 
American Corporation and Anglo- 
vaal Mining firm, which last 
weekend fired more than 17,000 
black gold mine workers. 

Johannesburg police said windows 
in the building were shattered by 
Soviet-made limpet mines, weapons 
frequently used by tbe ANC. 

In Washington, meanwhile two 
Foreign Affairs Subcommittees of 
the House of Representatives on 
Tuesday approved economic sanc- 
tions against South Africa in an 
attempt to pressure the white- 
minority regime to abandon apart- 
heid. 

The bill would prohibit new U.S. 
investments in the country and bar 
the selling of computers or extending 
of bank loans to the government. It 
would also halt import of South 
African gold coins into the U.S. 

The attacks against the homes of 
black consciousness group leaders 
came as Nobel peace laureate Des- 
mond Tutu, the Anglican bishop of 
Johannesburg, planned to convene 
peace talks last night with divided 
black organizations. Along with 
Azapo. the United Democratic 
Front Coalition and the more con- 
servative Zulu movement, Inkatha, 
have been invited in an effort to 
bridge differing ideologies. 

In preparation for May Day 


yesterday, various black trade un- 
ions, which often disagree on ways of 
advancing black welfare, formed 
committee to coordinate rallies in 
which thousands were expected to 
participate. 

Thirty-xrine blade metal union 
members were arrested for a second 
time in two days as they marched 
from a Johannesburg court to their 
downtown office yesterday, the 
South African Press Association 
said. The 39 were among 40 union 
members released on bail after their 
arrest a day earlier for staging an 

illegal march to protest layoffs and to 

demand pay hikes in contract nego- 
tiations. Outdoor marches have 
been illegal since 1976. (AP, Reuter) 

‘RandDaflyMaiT ^ 
publishes for last time 

JOHANNESBURG (AP). - The 
Rand. Daily Mail, for 25 years a 
crusader against apartheid, has suc- 
cumbed to financial losses and pub- 
lished its last edition on Tuesday. 

A front-page headline announced 
“the final deadline" for the Johan- 
nesburg paper that, with a circula- 
tion of 120,000, more than half of it 
among blacks, was still South Afri- 
ca's second-largest daily. Business 
Day, aimed at the white burin ess 
community, started publication 
yesterday as the MaW s successor. 



Pure crystals growing fast’ in space shuttle 


HOUSTON (AP). - Two electronic 
crystals were expanding at the rate of 
about one millim etre a day aboard 
space shuttle Challenger yesterday, 
prompting a cheer from ground con- 
trollers and a happy outburst from 
one astronaut: “The crystal is grow- 
ing - it’s growing very fast.” 

The astronauts also restarted one 
of two stopped experiments yester- 
day as they repaired a urine monitor- 
ing device that had broken and spil- 
led urine on the first day of the 
mission. 

Early in the flight, the astronauts 
had trouble starting the crystal ex- 
periments which will test the forma- 
tion of pure crystals in weightless 
space. Such crystals would enhance 
medical and environmental monitor- 
ing instruments, infra-red detectors 
in military systems and astronomical 
telescopes, but they cannot be made 
on earth because gravity causes de- 
fects and contamination factors. 


Despite problems with two experi- 
ments and other trouble, such as 
floating food and feces from anim al 
cages, space officials gave the mis- 
sion “high marks” overall. 

One experiment, growing a crystal 
of triglycine sulfate in a fluid, fal- 
tered early yesterday. But astronaut 
Lodewijk van den Berg, a chemical 
engineer, repaired an electrical con- 
nection and reported that growth 
had restarted. A cheer erupted from 
the spacelab control centre here. 

Tbe other crystal, mercuric iodide 
grown in a vapour process, did not 
expand as fast as it was expected to 
when fired up on Tuesday. But by 
yesterday the experiment was oper- 
ating normally. 

“The crystal is growing-it's grow- 
ing very fast/' van den Berg re- 
ported. “It has a nice pattern. One 
face shows some terracing, but it is a 
very mild terracing.” 
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Michael SchiebeT is helping to moni- 
tor the mercuric iodide experiment 
at Nasa headquarters here. 

Tuesday's problems began when 
two waves of foul-smelling rodent 
food and animal feces flooded into 
Challenger's weightless laboratory 
as an astronaut attempted to feed 
some of the 24 rats and two monkeys 
carried in cages aboard the science 
module. 

That came a day after another 
experiment had gone awry and sent 
human urine floating through the 
weightless atmosphere inside the 
spacecraft. 

A 'National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration veterinarian 
monitoring the flight from the 
ground reported that all the animals 
were in good shape. He said one of 
the monkeys showed symptoms of 
motion sickness shortly after the 
flight began, but by Tuesday the 
animal was healthy.

ISTANBUL (AP). - A Turkish oil

Iraqi jets in the Persian Gulf early j 
yesterday but was able to sail on to ! 
Dubai, a company spokesman said. 

A spokesman for the Um shipping 
company here said there were no 
casualties among the crew of the 
tanker, which he said was hit 130 
kilometres south of Kharg Island. 

Iraq yesterday said its jets had 
made the attack. 

The tanker had loaded 120,000 
tons of Iranian crude oil from the 
Kharg Island terminal and was on its 
way to a refinery at the Marmara sea 
coast south of Istanbul.

Apart from the strictly medical 
•haSengcs posed by infertility, doc- 
tors must consider the religious, leg- 
al and ethical implications of modern 
treatment methods. - 
I . Shenkar pointed out that of the 
iferee major religions in this country, 
Judaism is the most open to adv- 
ances in treatment; nevertheless, 
thorny questions arise. Fundamental 
Christianity, be claimed, is the most 
conservative, in its contention that 
ON should not interfere with God’s 
wifi. 

; One of the basic ethical questions 
fc Who should receive treatment? In 
a 'world of increasingly numerous 
single-parent families, is h indeed 
every individual’s right to have chil- 
dren? Since doctors feel responsible 
not only to those who request their 
’help^ but also to the children who 
wifi be bom as a result of their 
intervention, most practitioners will 
provide treatment only to couples - 
though they need not be married- to 
ensure a "normal" family 
framework, Shenkar said. 

Even medically, doctors relate to 
infertility as a problem of the couple, 
though the specific causes may he in 
either partner, or in both. 

■ The age of the partners is an 
important factor, since fertility 
peaks in both sexes at 24 years. 
Though in men the decline is more 
gradual, and fertility may extend to 
age 70. in women fertility declines 
gradually after 30, decreases rapidly 
after 4Q and is virtually nonexistent 
«t 50.. This natural decline may help 
to explain why a ample who already 
have children are unable to have 
. pother child several years later. 

The causes of infertility are more 
often in the stale than in the female, 
said Shenkar. Sometimes the causes 
ate “environmental" and can be 


easily remedied. Sperm cells do not 
fare well in high temperatures, and 
men who wear tight trousers, work 
as drivers or near furnaces, or who 
live in extremely hot regions, may 
suffer from lowered fertility. 

Even if there is a sufficient num- 
ber of viable sperm, they may never 
reach their destination because ill- 
ness has caused a blockage of the 
tube through which they travel on 
their way from die testicles to the 
penisl 

When the cause is gonorrhea - 
contracted during “that first experi- 
ence with a prostitute’’ - there is a 
snail chance that the blockage can 
be treated successfully by surgical 
means. Blockages caused by tuber- 
culosis are incurable, said Shenkar. 

Because the notion of male infer- 
tility is so unacceptable to most peo- 
ple in Israel, women often try to 
“cover” for their partners, especially 
m cases of impotence. Sometimes it 
takes months, said Shenkar, for the 
doctor to discover that his treatment 
is not working because die couple 
simply do not have sexual relations. 

The type of male infertility that is 
hardest to treat is the inability of the 
sperm forming cells to produce the 
required number of viable sperm. 
Since “everyone knows that it takes 
only one sperm to cause concep- 
tion," it is psychologically difficult 
for men to accept the fact that they 
have some sperm, but not enough. 
There are even cases in which the 
number is sufficient and the sperm 
are morphologically intact, but they 
are unable to penetrate an ovum (as 
can be determined by a laboratory 
test). 

The modern solution to this clus- 
ter of problems is to find a sperm 
donor. Ethical objections to tins 
treatment can be overcome, said 
Shenkar, if one views the sperm as a 
transplant, similar to any other 
organ transplant. 

The religious objections, howev- 
er, are quite serious. Both Christian- 
ity and Islam absolntely forbid artifi- 
cial insemination, and merely by 
consenting to have his wife impre- 
gnated by a donor (even if the treat- 
ment is not actually carried out), a 
Moslem man loses ms right to “own- 
ership” of Ms wife, Shenkar said. 

Judaism has three major objec- 
tions to this treatment, but rabbis 
have found ways to get around two 
of them: viewing the donation of 
sperm as a form of adultery and 
considering the offspring as bas- 
tards. There remains, however, the 
objection that derives from the de- 
mographic facts that Jews tend to 
live in “ghettos” and to many Jews. 
The concern is that the offspring, 
when they grow op, may unwittingly 
marry their siblings. 

Shenkar suggests that computeriz- 
ing die pertinent data, or instituting

tissue typing prior to marriage, could 
prevent such unintentional incest. 
He added that there was a far greater 
likelihood of incest as a result of 
run-of-the- mill adultery than from 
artificial insemination. 

While the rabbis continue to work 
on the halachic issues, hospital reg- 
ulations permit the use of sperm 
donors, and the donors remain 
anonymous. In Australia and 
Sweden, however, the law now 
allows a child of such a union, at the 
age of 18, to learn the identity of the 
donor. Shenkar predicted that these 
laws wfll tend to discourage donors; 
fortunately this legal problem has 
not yet hit Israel. 


Of the many psychological aspects 
of artificial insemination, he pointed 
out that parents are very unwilling to 
tell the child how he was conceived, 
though there is an increasing willing- 
ness to tell adopted children about 
their biological origins. Shenkar 
added that it was important that the 
woman not know the identity of the 
donor, lest she develop a romantic 
attachment to him. Despite this dan- 
ger, there is a less-than-average di- 
vorce rate in couples treated by 
artificial insemination. 

One-fourth of the cases of infertil- 
ity derive from the absence of ovula- 
tion in the woman, or the failure of 
the ovum to reach its destination.

Treatment can solve 90 per cent of 
the ovulation dysfunctions, but addi- 
tional problems may nevertheless 
prevent conception. 

In the case of a woman who has no 
ovaries, or whose ovaries are unable 
to function, the treatment today is to 
provide an ovum donor, said Shenk- 
ar. 

The ovaries may function normal- 
ly, but “mechanical” faults in the 
reproductive system - especially 
blockage of the Fallopian rubes - 
may keep the ovum from reaching 
the uterus. Damage to the tubes may 
result from tuberculosis or gonor- 
rhea; one of the commonest causes is 


infection following an induced abor- 
tion, even though the woman experi- 
ences so symptoms at the time of the 
infection. 

In the cases which can be treated 
surgically, said Shenkar, there is a 30 
per cent chance of success. For the 
others, test-tube fertilization holds 
out a promise of a 12-15 per cent 
chance. That is, approximately one 
in six such treatments results in a live 
birth. 

The medical risks involved in re- 
moving ova for fertilization are 
minimal, claimed Shenkar, and no 
greater than in other treatments for 
infertility. A more common ethical 
concern is with the end product of 
such treatment. 

About 1,000 test-tube children 
have been brought into the world so 
far. This is too small a sample from 
which to draw conclusions, but there 
are indications that the number of 
chromosomal defects and bizth de- 
fects is smaller than in die general 
population. 

This may be because only the 
“best” embryos are selected for im- 
plantation, explained Shenkar, and 
perhaps also because the number of 
spontaneous abortions is higher. 
That is, defective fetuses are more 
likely to be expelled by the uterus 
following implantation. 

The ethical problems relating to 
test-tube fertilization are basically a 
matter of supplyi and demand. The 
treatment is expensive and requires 
much manpower, each case requires 
an average of five or six treatments. 
The doctors must choose the small 
number of women they can treat 
from a large number of applicants, 
basing their decision on a variety of 
factors and pre fe r rin g the cases wife 
the highest chance of success. Since 
the public finances the treatment, a 
couple’s willingness to pay privately 
for the treatment is not a considers- * 
turn, insisted Shenkar. 

An alternative solution to test- 
tube fertilization is for the couple to 
receive a donated embryo. This 
treatment, which has not yet been 
implemented in Israel, would be 
particularly suitable in the case of a 
couple wife a genetic problem that 
might cause a severe defect in fee 
chi»d. Legally, *hic method is omilar 
to adoption. 

Another option which has not yet 
been tried in Israel is the use of a 
surrogate mother. It would be 
appropriate in fee case of a woman 
who can produce ova but who has no 
uterus, or whose uterus is dysfunc- 
tional. 

There are a host of objections to 
fee use of surrogate mothers, said 
Shenkar. Legally, the child belongs 
to fee woman who bears it. The 
surrogate mother may contract wife 
a couple to bear a child, but if she 
refuses to give up the child once it is 


born, the law cannot force her to do 
so. Also, fee couple may refuse to 
accept tire child once it is born. And 
fee surrogate mother might change 
her mind in mid-pregnancy and de- 
cide to abort the fetus'. The legal 
problems are compounded when fee 
surrogate mother is not only fee host 
but has also donated fee ovum. 

Since it is recognized that' the 
uterine environment affects the de- 
velopment of the fetus, there is a 
question as to what extent fee con- 
tracting couple can control the host 
mother’s behaviour. What if she 
smokes or drinks or does other 
things that might be harmful to the 
fetus? And if fee host mother is not 
Jewish, is fee child Jewish? 

The freezing of embryos, to in- 
crease fee chances of couples under- 
going test-tube fertilization, leads to 
further knotty questions, said 
Shenkar. Animal experiments show 
that it is possible to preserve an 
embryo for decades. But what if fee 
couple get divorced, one of them 
dies or both of them die? Who does 
the embryo belong to then? 

Though only 50 per cent of fee 
embiyos are unharmed by freezing, 
the intact embryos produce healthy 
babies, Shenkar said. Bnt there are 
other issues involved. Today it is 
possible to grow an embryo in the lab 
up to 18 days following conception, 
though this is forbidden in Israel. In 
Russia, however, scientists are 
trying to produce a live baby in fee 
lab. 

Lab-grown embiyos could save 
lives, said Shenkar. For example, 
the immunological system is unde- 
veloped in embryonic bone marrow, 
and it coudld be used for bone mar- 
row transplants without fee current 
danger of rejection. Similarly, 
embryonic nerves could be used for 
transplants. In short, one could cre- 
ate a “spare parts" bank. 

.. Shenkar pointed to the ironies 
involved in ethical objections to this 
idzea: fee same people who would 
argue in favour of a woman’s right to 
abortion would call an embryo con- 
sisting of four cells “life." 

In answer to a question, Shenkar 
said that it is possible to clone 
embryos, but feat this has been done 
so far only with animals . 

• Finally, he remarked that in China 
- where couples are allowed to have 
only one child and where male chil- 
dren are p r eferred - a method has 
been developed of determining the 
sex of the fetus by taking a biopsy of 
fee placenta as early as 40 days after 
conception. In Israel fee method is 
still in the experimental stage.

Bejski panel gets tough with Gafny 


Call to de-link ike entire economy

Prof. Ze'ev Hirsch: “Let me try 
to sum up the attitude of the Bank 
of Israel to' share regulation as you 
have described h during your period 
as governor: Inflation was raging in 
terms of wages, depreciation of the 
currency and, of course, in prices. 
Taxes were also affected, because 
they were levied on nominal profits. 
The banks therefore had a problem 
of protecting their capital, since their 
profits were heavily taxed. They 
sought to link the yield performance 
of their shares to the index. Would 
you accept that?" 

Arnon Gafny, former Governor 
of the Bank of Israel: “Yes.” 

Hirsch: “And since the banks 
were forced to compete in the mar- 
ket with government index-linked 
bonds, the formula they adopted was 
index-plus.’ This was accepted as an 
unavoidable evil?" 

Gafny: “Yes.” 

Hirsch: “The result was that dur- 
ing periods of selling pressure the 
yield was kept more or less in Line 
with the ‘index-plus' formula. But in 
periods of buying pressure there was 
no symmetry and the market forces 
pushed the prices of the shares up 
beyond the desired pattern. Is that 
correct?” 

Gafny: “Yes. with one qualifica- 
tion. During 1978^79, and in fact 
almost until the end of 1980, the 
formula was m aintain ed, even in 
periods of buying pressure. Only 


from 1981 did the yields get out of 
line.” 


Hirsh, “And therefore the ‘dis- 
location’ (the gap between the 
banks' market value and their eco- 
nomic value) grew accordingly. ’* 

This exchange between Hirsch 
and Gafny came toward the end of 
Gafhy's two days of testimony. In it 
he had sought to stress the macro- 
economic background to the regula- 
tion of the bank shares. Although he 
sought to distance himself and the 
Bank of Israel from the principle of 
regulation as it grew up, he went to 
great pains to explain how the banks 
had been forced to adopt the 
approach and why the Bank of Israel 
had put up with it. 

The point that he hammered 
home was that the taxation of 
nominal profits left the banks with- 
out the means to finance their 
growth from accumulated profits. 
He put his main efforts as governor 
into the preparation of a law that 
would end the taxation of paper 
profits that stemmed solely from 
inflation. He referred to this as 
“treatment of the root of the prob- 
lem, rather than the symptom." 

Gafny noted that the ultimate 
source of the problem was the infla- 
tion of the late 'seventies. But while 
that was the most important macro- 
economic problem, the specific issue 
of regulation of bank shares was 
treatable, in bis view and that of 
most of his advisers, by a tax reform. 
That could in itself, he said, have 


Zim lost $45 million in 1984; 
hopes to break even this year

HAIFA. - The Zim Shipping Com- 
pany did remarkably well in 1984, 
considering the international ship- 
ping slump which is now in its ninth 
year. The company made an oper- 
ational profit of $55 million, com- 
pared to SISm. the previous year. 

After depreciation. Interest and 
taxes however, the company posted 
a loss of $45xn., which is 15% less 
than the $53m. it lost in 1983. 

The current year is shaping up 
well, and the company may even 
breakeven. 

The annual report of the national 
shipping company was published 
yesterday. Zim's fiscal year coin- 
cides with the calendar year. 

The report notes that 1984 saw a 
JLQ% increase in the cargo carried by 
rZtm,! which: reached -a-totdl pfu.7.1 •. 
million tons (excluding minerals and 
. fuel). The number of sailings was 


reduced by 4.3% , making for greater 
efficiency of operations. Adminis- 
tration costs were also reduced by 
8% during the year. 

Zim's cargo business between 
foreign ports accounted for 61% of 
the total carried in 1984. an increase 
of 8% over the previous year. 

The company's turnover totalled 
$749m., an increase of 4% over 
1983. The total balance amounted to 
$638m., a drop of 11% over 1983, 
due mainly to the scrapping of seven 
old ships, while only one new ship, a 
166.000-ton coal carrier, was added 
to the fleet. 

The company reported that an 
initial estimate of operational results 
in the first quarter of this year shows 
a considerable improvement over 
the same period in 1984. “There are 
indications that: during this quarter 
Zim may cover- its capitafeas^reH ar- 
its operational., costs,” The report 
said. 


been a sufficient condition to end the 
need to regulate. But, he said, the 
preparation of the law dragged on, 
and the law was finally adopted 
in 1982, after his term had expired. It 
gave only partial protection against 
the ravages of inflation, and the 
banks were less protected than any 
other sector. 

Unfortunately for Gafny. 
perhaps, the commission had heard 
this thesis from all the bankers, and 
its endless repetition by him irked 
them more and more. On Tuesday 
afternoon, chairman Justice Moshe 
Bejski asked Gafny why, in view of 
the numerous warnings about reg- 
ulation, be saw tbe banks' problem 
of capital erosion (capital adequacy) 
as a greater danger than that of 
regulation. 

Three times he, put the question, 
and each time Gafoy launched out 
on a broad-ranging macro-economic 
review of the problems of capital 
adequacy and the importance of rais- 
ing resources overseas. Eventually. 
Bejski got fed up. 

‘Tve asked you three times and 
I've received three interesting lec- 
tures, but no answer. T*U pass up on 
the question and go on to something 
else." Gafny attempted to reply, but 
Bejski overrode him: “No, uo, I 
won't ask it again. I want to ask 
about another matter.” 

From that point on, tbe commis- 
sion got tough with Gafny, forcing 
him to stick to tbe point and give 
short answers. 

Yesterday morning, Judge Vardi- 
mus Zyler fired off questions at a 
very rapid pace. More than once, 
after Gafny had given the first sent- 
ence or two of an answer, he cut him 
short, saying “thank you, that's 
dear. Let's not waste time, I want to 
ask the next question." 

Prof. Marshall Sarnat chose to go 
off on a new tack. 

Sarnat: “Would you agree that the 
best description of the competitive 
structure of the banks in the 1970s is 
oligopolistic? (A sector dominated 
by a few large firms. P.L.) 

Gafny: “Yes." 


Sarnat: “As an economist, what 
would you expect the effect of this 
structure to be regarding competi- 
tion between the banks? Would they 
compete over profits - or over size 
and market share? Classic economic 
theory dictates that they would com- 
pete over the size.” 

Gafny: “Yes.” 

Sarnat: “Were you aware that the 
competition was indeed over size 
and the attempt to swell balance 
sheets? It was discussed widely and 
even written about in the press. 

Gafny: “Yes and I opposed this 
trend.” 

Sarnat: “Now. the financing of 
this growth can only come from 
accumulated profits or from raising 
capital. Given the problems with 
inflationary taxation, the only way 
left was through new capital from the 
stock market." 

Gafny: “The new capital was 
needed to finance real growth in 
activities, not bloating the balance 
sheet, as you said." 

Sarnat: “In those years the banks 
were not allowed to open new bran- 
ches as they pleased. Therefore the 
only area of development left was 
overseas. Correct?" 

Gafny: Yes, and this was the 
national need and brought about the 
growth of trade through credit lines. 

Sarnat went on to question Gafoy 
whether the Bank of Israel classified 
the bank shares as “liquid assets" -a 
kind of money substitute. Gafoy 
rejected this, saying that in his 
period the experts had differed over 
how to label the bank shares and 
only in the 1981 annual Bank of 
Israel report, published in 1982 after 
his departure, were the shares label- 
led “liquid assets."

TEL AVIV. - The de-linking of the 
economy was called for on Tuesday 
by Zalman Shalev. chairman of the 
division of metals, electricity and 
electronics in the Manufacturers 
Association, and managing director 
of Elissra Electronics. 

Speaking at a study day on the 
problems faring the division, he said 
that de-linkage should not only be 
carried out in the wage sector, where 
one group's wages are linked to 
those of another, but also in the 
financial sector. 

“I know this means that some 
pension funds will vanish into thin 
air. but a lot will also be salvaged if 
de-linkage is carried out immediate- 
ly. And If we don't adopt this mea- 
sure by ourselves, then the force of 
circumstances will do it for us - and 
nearly all our linked savings will go 
up in smoke.” 

Shalev was highly critical of many 
aspects of the government's poli- 
cies. “The package deals were aimed 
at giving the authorities a breathing 
space to take appropriate steps. I 
haven't seen any steps being taken, 
or even being suggested." 

Shalev said the government 
should prepare for the inevitable 
increase in unemployment by going 
over to a five-day week, so that tbe 
work available can be divided among 
everybody, before it is too late. In 
the field of technical education, 
where a shortage of skilled workers 
exists, the government was also 
dragging its feet, he said. 

He noted that his division con- 
tained 422 factories, of which 125 
were in the field of electronics and 
software, while 297 were in metals 
and electricity. All these plants em- 
ployed some 64,400 persons. (29.000 
in electronics and software, the rest 
in metals and electricity). The divi- 
sion's total production was about S4 
billion a year. Of the $977 million 
exported, about S660m. was in elec- 
tronics. the rest being in metals and 
electricity.

Month of May off to a good start 


TEL AVIV. - Yesterday saw a re- 
newal of price rises in almost every 
sector. On Tuesday, the market had 
been stable, with a near-standoff 
between rising and falling issues. 

The change in the marker's mood 
at the beginning of the new month 
can be traced to a number of factors. 
The calendar itself plays a role. Hie 
new month often brings a surge of 
fresh money into the market, and 
this may be especially true this 
month, when the public is very high- 
ly liquid after large-scale withdraw- 
als from savings schemes, advanced 
training funds and Pcuam accounts. 

May is also likely to bring a low 
rate of inflation, if the package deal 
holds through to its next adjustment- 
date on June 1. While the result of 
this planned price jump may well be 
large-scale buying as the month 
progresses, the money for it is cur- 
rently liquid and at least a small part 
of it must be attracted to the stock 
exchange. 

Perhaps even more important is 
the wider background. Reports of 
the confirmation of U.S. aid for 
Israel no doubt improve the econo- 
mic atmosphere, and they also lessen 
the likelihood of a large scale de- 
valuation. 

Whether for these or other 
reasons, both stocks and bonds 
sported a strong May Day rally, the 
absence of Bank Hapoalim from the 
trading floor notwithstanding. Adv- 
ances ran ahead of declines by more 
than 2:1, and 59 issues rose by 5% or 
more. 

The advance was shared by most 
share sectors, with both “arrange-

ment” and “free” shares showing 
l%-2% overall gains. While mort- 
gage banks fell, investment com- 
panies rose by almost 3% and oils by 
2V*t%. Bonds too, showed good 
rises. 

In the stock market, the General 
Share Index rose 17. 14% , a fine real 
return. This was based, however, on 
the 20% gain in the “arrangement” 
sector, as worried investors fled 
from Patent accounts into dollar- 


Knked hank shares, following the 
Finance Minister's remarks. 

The non-bank index matched the 
index and dollar by rising 12%, but 
individual sectors showed widely dif- 
fering results. Industrials overall 
rose 17%. On top of the list, with 
28% over the month, was the oil 
exploration sector. 

These trends were reflected in the 
Securiteam measurements of the 
market dollar value at the end of 
April. This stood at $7.38 billion, a 
rise of $336 million compared to 
end-Maxcb.

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The wrong tool 


WHEN, BARELY one month before the winding up of the war 
in Lebanon, Yasser Arafat can gleefully boast that his Fatah 
fighters - now busy looting the homes of fleeing Christians - 
have returned to Sidon, it may be thought time for a thorough 
judicial inquiry into that misconceived and disastrous military 
adventure that was misnamed Operation Peace for Galilee. 

For a while it appeared that the war would at least secure the 
minimal aim of wrecking the PLO’s state-within-a-state in 
southern Lebanon. Now the chances are that PLO terrorists of 
all descriptions will, sooner or later, find their way to the border 
area and, with the aid of Shi’ite extremists, try their hand at the 
old firing game again. Yet even if the security of the north is 
somehow maintained, after the troops have all come back 
home, it is clear that nothing else will remain of the megaloma' 
niacal Big Plan for the invasion of Lebanon. 

The hope of a formal peace with a united Lebanon is more 
distant now than at any time in Israel's 37 years. The friendly 
Maronites, far from being confirmed as their country's domi- 
nant group, have lost whatever hegemony they once possessed. 
The Syrian occupiers, rather than being chased across their 
border, now exercise virtual control over their western neigh- 
bour. And the bulk of the Palestinian community remain in 
Lebanon, rather than being expelled to Jordan, where they 
were expected to establish their state of Falastin on the ruins of 
the Hashemite Kingdom - and thus leave Israel safely in 
possession of Judea and Samaria. 

Yet three valuable years of supreme national effort, the lives 
of over 650 of the nation’s youth, and more than three billion 
precious dollars have gone down the drain in pursuit of these 
chimeras. 

How could this have happened to a seemingly rational, 
democratic and well-ordered society? What emboldened the 
triumvirate of Menachem Begin, Ariel Sharon and Rafael 
Eitan to undertake such an. adventure? Did they lie to 
themselves, and to one another, about the Big Plan's prospects 
of success as a simple, elegant campaign assured to achieve all 
its goals in a matter of hours? 

Or did they, knowing the truth, bank on being able to pull the 
wool over the eyes of their cabinet colleagues and their Knesset 
followers - and, at least initially, the opposition as well? 

These are questions that cry out for answers. Surely there is 
something wrong with a polity that elevates deception into a 
major instrument of government. Corrective action is called for 
to prevent the recurrence of similar catastrophes - and the 
' method by which this should be pursued, so it is argued, is that 
of a judicial commission of inquiry. 

What the proponents of this idea are really after, however, is 
the arraignment of the former ruling triumvirate -and. with the 
retirement of Mr. Begin, it means essentially Mr. Sharon. This 
strutting peacock, they say in effect, must once and for all be 
banished from the public arena. No greater structural reform in 
the governmental machinery can be imagined. 

However, this noble purpose will not necessarily be well 
served by another commission of inquiry. The issue in the 
Lebanese war is not narrowly defined, as in the case of Sabra . 
and Shatilla. but is broad enough to encompass Israel's entire 
political culture. Mr. Sharon’s feathers were hardly ruffled by 
the Kahan Commission's damning verdict on him. and his 
votaries are unlikely to be much impressed by another criticism 
of tbeir idol on matters that do not easily lend themselves to 
impartial judgement. ’ 

Mr. Sharon has been right on one point: no commission of 
inquiry can prescribe to the Israeli electorate which leaders it 
ought to choose. 

In any case, the mooted commission is not going to be set up. 
because, as Yitzhak Shamir has warned, if it is, the Likud would 
leave the national unity government, and because Shimon 
Peres is not anxious to trigger 8 crisis over such a commission at 
this time. Plainly, Mr. Shamir does not believe that Mr. 
Sharon, or the Likud, will get very far before a commission of 
inquiry in trying to put the blame for the failure of the 
Lebanese war on sabotage by a disloyal opposition. 

But that is not the issue. The simple fact is that more harm 
than good could come from an inquiry over this war that has so 
divided the nation.

EXTRA AID

unobtainable. Health Ministry offi- 
cials would like to see some of the $4 
million in the National Insurance 
Institute's nursing care fund applied 
for the purpose' for which it was 
collected. 

But the Ministry of Social Affairs, 
the Health Ministry and the Nil all 
claim tbe right to disburse these 
funds and, while tbe Knesset passed 
o law requiring deduction from 
wages for the fund, it failed to spe- 
cify’ how the funds should be chan- 
nelled into nursing care for the aged. 

The Treasury insists that the funds 


should not now be disbursed since 
injecting $4m. into the economy 
would, they say, upset the economic 
recovery programme. 

Deputy Health Minister Shoshana 
Arbeli-Almoslino feels that the in- 
ternal medicine units of general hos- 
pitals should absorb some of the 
more needy cases. But the hospitals 
reject this saying that they give 
medical but not long-term nursing 
care.

MY FIRST reaction was disbelief- it 
was impossible. No U.S. president 
would honour Nazi SS murderers by 
placing a wreath on their graves. Not 
40 years - not 400 years - after the 
Holocaust. 

Then shock. How could he do 
this? What motivated him? To me it 
was totally out of character for the 
man as well as the president. 

This cannot be. I thought. The 
Ronald Reagan who was so eloquent 
and tearfully moved at the Holo- 
caust remembrance. Nor could I 
square it with the Ronald Reagan- 
who is so staunchly building the 
United States alliance with Israel. 

And then the news broke that, 
after all, the president would visit a 
concentration camp, even though he 
still intended to visit the military 
cemetery. The rethinking seemed 
more like the president I admired, I 
felt. 

But then, it was stunning when he 
equated the fate of young Wehr- 
macht and SS soldiers with that of 
the six million Jewish victims of 
Hitler's Final Solution. 


I was appalled at the insensitivity, 
the mechanical equation of victims 
and vjetimizers, murdered and 
murderers. 

Myself a survivor of the Holo- 
caust, I wondered at the mind set of a 
man who could make such a connec- 
tion between soldiers who goose- 
stepped off to do their duty in Hit- 
ler's mad attempt to conquer and 
subjugate the world and innocent 
men, women and children who were 
slaughtered indiscriminately be- 
cause of an imagined ancestral 
taint. 


AS 1 WONDERED, a scene came 
into my mind out of American 
legend. When tbe Black Sox Scandal 
broke in 1919, a disillusioned young 
newsboy is said to have approached 
shoeless Joe Jackson, the great natu- 
ral hitting star, and asked him, “Say 
it ain't so, Joe.” 

I wanted to say, "Say it ain’t so, 
Mr. President.” But, unfortunately, 
it is so. 

The president knows that there 
are some thing? that it is best never 


to forget. The great philosopher 
Santayana pointed that out when he 
said, “Those who forget history are 
doomed to repeat it.” 

Whether or not the president in- 
tends it - and I believe that he does 
not — the effect of his words and his 
visit to the SS gravesite, if he still 
persists in that folly , is to demean the 
Holocaust and diminish it in scale to 
the level of just another atrocity like 
the St. Valentine’s Day Massacre in 
Chicago. 

What is lacking here, it seems, is a 
sense of history, of perspective. The 
past is full of massacres, no doubt. 
No nation on earth is without its 
share of dark and bloody ground, of 
actions of which it is ashamed and 
which it buries in the footnotes of 
oblivion. 

Nevertheless, the Holocaust is un- 
precedented not only in scale but in 
conception. This was an endeavour 
pursued relentlessly even at the cost 
of the German war effort, to obliter- 
ate Jews from the face of the earth. 
As for as Europe was concerned, it 
almost succeeded. One of every 
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three Jews in existence at the time 
was killed in every conceivable di- 
abolical manner. 

How could an American presi- 
dent, tbe ultimate symbol of demo- 
cracy and values, contemplate hon- 
ouring men even remotely linked to 
such a fiendish enterprise? 

It is an offence against our tradi- 


tion and all those who died - in outf 
armed forces and those of pur allies -* 
to make certain that such an evil did 
not reach our shores, 

Say it ain’t so, Mr. President. 
Think again!

TO COMPREHEND the position, 
aims and policies of Egyptian presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak, we must fully 
appreciate the background of Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat's moves in the 
complex of die Arab-Israel conflict. 

For about 30 years, the Arab 
world, under Egyptian leadership, 
waged a relentless war against Israel. 
The greatest sacrifices in blood and 
resources were made by Egypt. But 
they resulted in foil are. 

Sadat, therefore, agonizingly con- 
cluded that war must be abandoned 
and replaced by diplomacy. Were all 
the Arab countries to deal with the 
Israeli issue diplomatically instead of 
militarily, he came to believe, an 
Arab victory could be achieved. This 
led him to take the bold initiative 
which brought him to Jerusalem to 
make his bid for peace in the Knes- 
set. 

A careful analysis of his speech 
there would reveal that he did not 
abandon the Arab claims; he' was 
merely willing to forgo bloodshed 
for peace. He consistently and dis- 
tinctly stated the Arab demands; the 
only concession he made was accept- 
ing the existence of Israel. 

He hoped that all the other Arab 
states bordering on Israel wouldiol- 
low his example and negotiate for 
peace. Jn the process, Israel would 
be reduced to the 1967, or perhaps 
even to the 1948, borders, the role 
of the Great Powers, the United 
Nations and the European Common 
Market would make it impossible for 
Israel to resist the Arab pressure for 
peace. Once this was accomplished, 
Egypt would regain the leadership of 
the Arab world. 

However, the other Arab coun- 
tries, far from following Egypt, 
ousted it from the Arab league, 
removed the league headquarters 
from Egypt, and formed a resistance 
front against Egypt.

At first, the United States was as 
surprised by Sadat's move as were 
the Arab leaders; the U.S. had plans 
of its own for bringing the Arab 
states into doser alignment with its 
position in the Middle East. 


and did not bear the stigma of having 
broken Arab unity. He was deter- 
mined to bring Egypt back into the 
Arab community, and to make him- 
self a leader of the Arabs. 


HAVING BEEN virtually cast out 
by the Arab states, Sadat became 
more determined than ever to suc- 
ceed in his peace initiative. He pro- 
ceeded with additional steps, going 
much further than he had originally 
contemplated, to bring about a sepa- 
rate peace agreement with Israel. 

After some hesitation, the U.S. 
finally became reconciled to Sadat’s 
way of thinking and energetically 
cooperated with Egypt in estab- 
lishing the first peace initiative in the 
Middle East. 


Of course, he could not and would 
not renounce the Camp David 
agreement. While that might have 
helped - though not ensured - 
Egypt's reacceptance into the Arab 
league, it would decidedly have 
alienated it from the U.S., jeopar- 
dizing the desperately needed 
American economic and military 
assistance. 


Thus Sadat's position and future 
became irrevocably committed to, 
and identified with, the peace policy. 
He could not retreat in the hope of 
being reinstated to his former posi- 
tion of Arab leadership. His future 
with the Arab leaders was doomed. 
He therefore cooperated with the 
U.S. and Israel and hamm ered out 
die first peace agreement. 

For this achievement he was 
awarded, together with the Israeli 
Prime Minister, Menachem Begin, 
the Nobel Peace Prize. He also paid 
for it with his life. 


Mubarak, therefore, pursued a 
double policy. On the one hand, he 
declared that his country would 
adhere to the Camp David agree- 
ment, aiming to assure the U.S. and 
Israel of the continuation of tbe 
peace policy. On the ofier, he 
adopted a number of negative mea- 
sures which rendered the provisions 
of tbe peace agreement practically 
inoperative. These were aimed at 
the Arab states, to persuade them to 
reaccept Egypt into the Arab fold. 


Hosni Mubarak, Sadat’s vice pres- 
ident,. succeeded to die presidency. 
Unlike Sadat he was not personally 
identified with the peace initiative, 


SIMULTANEOUSLY, Mubarak 
rook steps to break up the anti-Egypt 
Arab front. He drew closer to Jor- 
dan and encouraged Jordan-PLO 
rapprochement, which led to the 
Jordan-PLO agreement (whatever 
that is). He offered aid to Iraq in her 
war with Iran. He tried to persuade 
the U.S. ro take the initiative in 
inviting a Jordan-PLO delegation ro 
Washington to continue with the

Jews who publicly defended the 
invasion were conspicuous by their 
rarity, our eager reception of the 
pious ramblings of Jacobo Tuner- 
man being only the most wryly di- 
verting evidence of what was, in 
restrospect, a shameful willingness 
to be dragged along by an ignorant, 
self-righteous and occasionally even 
anti-Semitic "news” campaign. 

If we've learned anything from 
Lebanon, it's that the American 
national media are as potentially 
threatening to Jewish interests, and 
must be scrutinized as rigorously, as 
the PLO. I presume Mr, Kanner 
would not wish to play into their 
bands. Especially as he and his fel- ■ 
low "thinkers” are so impatient with

While this, of course, 
would make me loads of money as 
the stock price of Vishay would 
shoot up, Israel would be the loser. 
Therefore, I and well-to-do friends 
have recently been buying as many 
shares of Vishay as we possibly can 
to thwart such a takeover. . 

In a way, your paper is very be- 
neficial to Israeli industry by inform- 
ing readers such as my friends and 
me of companies like Vishay. thus 
allowing us to take strong positions 
in these companies and ensuring that 
they remain in hands loyal to Israel.

peace process, and pressure Israel to 
participate in this process. Tbe State 
Department indicated its willingness 
- although not without some hesita- 
tion and doubt - to examine tbe 
possibilities. 

Mubarak attempted to build up a 
counter-front of Egypt, Jordan, the 
PLO and Iraq against Syria and 
Libya, hoping that tbe richest Arab 
country, Saudi Arabia, would 
cooperate with him and thus prompt 
the U.S. ro take vigorous action on 
the Jordan-PLO agreement because 
of her close relations with Saudi 
Arabia. But Saudi Arabia, so for, 
had taken no action, either on the 
return of Egypt to tbe Arab League 
or on the Jordan-PLO agreement. 

In order ro obtain greater financial 
aid from the U.S. ro ease tbe econo- 
mic plight of his country, Mubarak 
felt that he must negotiate with 
Israel to settle outstanding issues 
between the two countries. Howev- 
er. to convince his Arab colleagues 
of his loyalty to the Arab cause, the 
terms would have to be harsh. 

He had to create a situation in 
which Egypt would appear ready 
and willing to stabilize relations with 
Israel, while Israel would appear 
stubborn and rigid in its refusal to 
cooperate. At tbe same time, he 
would have to convince Jordan and 
the PLO to establish dose coopera- 
tion and assume modest positions in 
order ro persuade the U.S. to pro- 
ceed actively with the peace negotia- 
tions. 

The sharp division in Israel be- 
tween Labour, which is ready to 
offer the Arabs - especially Jordan - 
territory in exchange for peace, as 
voiced publicly by Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres, and the Likud, which 
is determined not to surrender any 
territory either to Jordan or to tbe 
Palestinians, became Mubarak’s 
means of maneuverability. Indeed, 
some State Department members 
believed that Labour’s readiness for 
serious territorial compromises for 
the sake of peace opened up new 


and indirectly intimated to tbe peace 
advocates in Israel, through infor- 
mal and secret Egyptian spokesmen, 
that he is ready to discuss tbe out- 
standing issues between the rwo 
countries. Alter these are solved, he 
will be ready to meet with Peres. 

Should this strategem succeed. 
Israel’s national unity government 
would either collapse or become 
paralysed and incapable of making 
hard decisions. In either case. 
Mubarak's position would be streng- 
thened with the U.S. and. hopefully, 
also with tbe Arabs. 

After Minister without Portfolio 
Ezer Weizman visited Cairo recently 
on the basis of Mubarak's intima- 
tions and met with the Egyptian 
president and other government 
officials, contradictory reports about 
the results emerged from Jerusalem 
and Cairo. 

While Jerusalem reported opti- 
mistically that Egypt was ready to 
deal quickly with the various issues, 
after which a Mubarak-Peres meet- 
ing would take place in Cairo in the 
middle of May, it was repo r ted from j 
the Egyptian capital that it would 
take a long time to deal with the 
outstanding issues, and that j 
Mubarak-Peres meeting was par 
scheduled for the near future.

MEANWHILE, Mubarak has s* 
fered two serious setbacks. The mis- 
sion of the State Department Repre- 
sentative, Richard Murphy, who 
sent ro the area to expedite the 
formation of the Jordan-Paleitimaa 
delegation to Washington, encora- . 
tered very serious obstacles, and 
may return ro Washington empty- . 
handed. 

At the same time, relations be- 
tween Jordan and the PLO are . 
rapidly deteriorating to breaking 
point. The many bellicose and un- 
compromising declarations by PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat have alarmed 
Amman as endangering the entire 
project so laboriously ancfelaborate- 
ly prepared by Jordan and Egypt to 
advance the peace process. 

But Mubarak is determined to 
proceed with the project, and a new 
Arab leader has been enlisted to the 
effort. Mubarak, Hussein and the . . 
Emir of Oman met last week to ^ 
discuss bringing the PLO leader into . 

line and proceed with the peace wi > 
negotiations. 

Two conclusions may be drawn; Ii [/. r . y • 
spite of all the obstacles and fnxstra * ; 

tions, Mubarak is determined to pur- 
sue his double policy. And the „ 
ephemeral nature of the Arab rela- 
tions, agreements and commitments 
has impeded any real progress ir - 
solving the basic issues of the region.
